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GRILLING: DON'T 
CPLL IT BARB<CUC

ing access to some of the best 

barbecued meats on the 
planet. Barbecuing, for the uniniti- 
ated, is the act of cooking at alow 
temperature (usually 225-250 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) for several hours 
using wood or charcoal, which 
adds flavor. Too often I get invited 
to parties where people claim to 
have barbecue and it turns out to be 
chicken or a half-burned hot dog 
cooked over a Weber grill. Putting 
barbecue sauce on something 
doesn’t make it barbecue — that’s 
called grilling, which is done 
over much higher, direct 
heat that can be 
difficult to con- 
trol, especially 
when beer drink- 
ing is involved. 

Now that we have 
our terminology 
down, here’s how to get 
the best out of your grill 
or barbecue this summer. 

Grilling is fairly simple; 
even cavemen could cook meat 
over fire. Think of your grill asa 
heat source, just like an outdoor 
stove. My favorite food to cook ona 
erill is burgers — but I don’t grill 
them. Good burgers have a lot of fat 
(more than 20 percent) and when 
you put that over an open flame, it 
flares up, burning your burger and 
giving it that flame-broiled flavor 
that Iam nota fan of. 

Instead, I get my grill really hot 
and toss a cast iron pan or any all- 
metal frying pan (just don’t use 
non-stick) right on the grill. This 
will help you get evenly cooked 
burgers that have a nice crust on 
the outside from direct contact 
with the pan, without having to 
worry about flare-ups from the 
erill. Trust me, you won’t want to 
go back to grilled burgers after you 
try this.

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Now if you want to really im- 
press folks and also feel pride in the 
fact that the barbecue you are invit- 
ing them to actually has barbecue, 
here are my suggestions for getting 
that started. 

First of all, I don’t recommend 
barbecuing unless you have a bar- 
becue pit or smoker. They can be 
found fairly cheap on Craigslist or 
at a big-box hardware store like 
Lowes. An offset firebox is a pre- 
ferred method for an at-home 
smoker, but if you don’t have the 
space you can go for the smaller 
bullet-type smoker, though 

you may have diffi- 
— culty sticking 
i" —s enough meat in it to 
feed a crowd. 
Next you'll 
want a good ther- 
mometer, prefera- 
bly awireless one so 
you can monitor the 
temperature froma 
distance. You always 
want to monitor the 
ambient temperature in the barbe- 
cue pit near the meat, not the inter- 
nal temperature of the meat. Ifa 
erill is like your stove, then think of 
your barbecue pit as your oven. 
Your fuel will be dependent on 
your type of smoker and what you 
can fit in it. I use logs of oak in my 
offset smoker for their strong but 
not overpowering smoke flavor, but 
you may need to use wood chunks 
if you have a bullet-type smoker. Ei- 
ther of these can be bought from 
hardware stores or at the Lazzari 
headquarters in Brisbane. 

Until you get the hang of your 
smoker and different cuts of meat, 
keep it simple. Just use a salt and 
pepper dry rub to let the smoke do 
the flavoring, keep consistent tem- 
peratures, and avoid opening the 
lid too much, cause if you’re lookin’, 
you ain’t cookin’.

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BIC TO 
THROUGH THC CITY

f you’re biking in San Francisco, 
or anywhere in the Bay Area, 
you’re in the middle of a rapidly 
changing, swirling, glittering, 
shifting, sea of progress and/or 
gentrification. Ten or 20 years ago, 
good luck getting a bike lane in 
this city. But things are different 
now. Here’s a bike tour that brings 
together the joys of cycling in this 
city with some other popular rec- 
reational activities. 

Start at the sea: Embarcadero. 
From the Ferry Building (1 Sau- 
salito, ferrybuildingmarketplace. 
com) to the nearby vendors under 
tents, there are few places in the 
city that reflect San Francisco’s 
status as a world-class tourist des- 
tination quite as well. From there, 
ride up Market Street and you'll 
notice that it feels almost safe. 
Around Ninth Street you'll see the 
Bike Counter — the expensive mo- 
tion sensor that tells the city how 
many cyclists are using the Market 
Street corridor each day, and a tri- 
umph for legitimized bike advo- 
cacy. (You have the San Francisco 
Bike Coalition and the California 
Bike Coalition to thank for many 
of the changes that make biking 
easier in the city.) 

Once you pass the Twitter 
building at 1355 Market St. — if 
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there was ever a sign of changing 
times, that’s it — take a left onto 
Valencia Street. Valencia is an ex- 
ample of city planning called “road 
diet”: The street went from four 
lanes to two in 1999, bike lanes 
were installed, and overall the 
street got safer. 

Now it’s time for a break. Want 
a coffee? Why not stop by Four 
Barrel (375 Valencia, 252-0800), 
Linea Caffe (3417 18th St., linea- 
caffe.com), or Ritual (1026 Valen- 
cia, 641-1011, ritualroasters.com)? 
At any of these spots, you can find 
yourself an artisanal handcrafted 
coffee beverage with a certificate 
of authenticity from the farmer, 
roaster, and barista. You'll get that 
at Blue Bottle (2900 18th St., (510) 
653-3394, bluebottlecoffee.com), 
too, which shares a space with 
Heath Ceramics (361-5552, heath- 
ceramics.com), where you can 
pick up jewelry, glassware, cloth- 
ing and pottery from this Bay Area 
institution. 

While you’re on Valencia, pick 
up a pair of jeans at Self Edge (714 
Valencia, 558-0658, selfedge.com). 
For denim heads, it has the most 
exceptional offerings. Got your eye 
on some Japanese kitchenware? 
Need to buy some vintage Navajo 
blankets and a reindeer skull? Your 





best bet is the Voyager Shop (365 
Valencia, 779-2712, thevoyager- 
shop.com). It’s the kind of shop 
where it’s hard to figure out what’s 
new and designer and what’s vin- 
tage and curated. 

All that shopping and biking 
from store to store will make any- 
one hungry. Why not stop for a pu- 
pusa for lunch? Try Panchita’s 
Restaurant No. 2 (3091 16th St, 431- 
4232) or La Santaneca De La Mis- 
sion (2814 Mission St., 285-2131). 
Load up your pupusas with tangy 
curtido and enjoy your heavy, pos- 
sibly healthy, and most importantly 
cheap, lunch. At least some things 
aren’t changing quite yet. 

If you want something other 
than a pupusa, chances are, you'll 
have to stand in line. Twenty years 
ago, you didn’t need to stand in line 
for anything but the DMV. Where 
did our love of lines come from? 
Who knows, but one of the most 
popular spots to wait is the ice 
cream line at Bi-Rite Creamery 
(3639 18th St., 241-9760, birite- 
creamery.com) — though there’s a 
window for soft-serve that doesn’t 
have the epic wait. 

After that, you may want to find 
the nearest patio for some outdoor 
drinking. A good thing about the 
Mission is that it’s mostly flat 
which, along with the bike lanes 
along Valencia, makes getting 
around pretty easy. To that end, try 
afew outdoor spots — say pints 
and metal at Zeitgeist (199 Valen- 
cia, 255-7505, zeitgeistsf.com) 
with its shaded backyard, or the 
rooftop lounging of Techo de Lo- 
linda (2518 Mission St., 550-6970, 
eltechosf.com). And if you and 
your bike can’t stand to be sepa- 
rated, even for one summer 
shandy, there’s always Dolores 
Park. BYO whatever, or see if the 
guy with the rum coconuts or pot 
brownies is prowling around. The 
park patrons have changed some 
in the last few years. More khaki, 
less dreadlocks. 

They’re also putting a bike polo 
court in. That’s new. 

A lot has changed. A lot stays 
the same. And you saw a lot of it on 
your 4-mile tour. Relax and rest up 
for the next leg, whatever it may be.

t doesn’t take much to gear up 
for a bike tour — not much in 
the way of gear, anyway. Pre- 
paring the mind, body, and spirit 
may be another matter for some, 
although epic adventures do 
tend to feed that trio, elevating 
the pedal-powered journey 
above the average vacation by 
plane or car. 

Start with a steel-framed 
touring bike and a pair of rear 
panniers, just enough to handle 
the load for a local overnighter. 
Any bike with a rear rack is good 
enough, or you can just rent one 
if you want to try bike touring on 
for size. Later you can add the 
racks for the front panniers and 
you’re ready to roll as far as your 
legs can propel you and your 
vacation time permits. 

California Department of 
Parks and Recreation charges 
just five bucks to camp if you ar- 
rive with a bike or backpack at 
designated hiker-biker sites that 
you can find at the state parks 
website (parks.ca.gov). No reser- 
vations needed, first come, first 
served starting at 2 p.m., and the 
campground managers seem to 
allow late-arriving cyclists to 
squeeze in.

A beautiful bayshore ride con- 
nects you this natural treasure 
that feels isolated even though it’s 
less than hour from downtown
